WINTER AND SUMMER 

There is a widely held tradition that 
the western climate operates on the law of | 
compensation; that an unusually mild win- 
ter is frequently followed by a cold sum- 
mer, and that a winter of the standard 
rigorous variety is commonly succeeded by 
a “real” summer. With perhaps a better 
scientific basis, is the accepted opinion 
that a generous supply of spring moisture 
leaves the soil in the best condition for 
quick germination of the seed and sturdy 
growth of the young grain plants. 

If these are dependable assumptions, 
western Canada may look forward with 
confidence to a favorable production sea-. 
son this year. While the cold weather only 
came in January, it came with a decision 
that left no room for doubt and came to 
stay. In the latter half of March winter 
conditions still prevail over the entire 
prairie region, with a good depth of snow 
on the ground and flurries frequent. The 
outlook is for a plentiful supply of spring 
moisture, with a correspondingly good get- 
away for the crops. And if a tinctly 
cold winter predicts a favorable summer, 
that also may be looked for. 

USING THE MONEY POWER 

The Bank of England has taken an- 
other slash at the discount rate, bringing 
it down to 314. Not long ago it was six, 
and was successively reduced in two jumps 
of one per cent each. For the summary 
cutting of interest rates this probably 


makes an all-time record. 

No mystery is made of the reasons for 
these successive cuts, One object is to 
provide cheaper money for the carrying on 
of industry and trade. 

A second object is to prevent the de- | 
preciated pound rising too rapidly and too | 
high in foreign markets, and to thus make | 
it continuingly worth while for foreigners | 
to do their buying in Britain. 

A third purpose is said to be to check 
the flow of money to London, by making 
that market less attractive to foreign 
funds, At this stage the layman will have 
to be pardoned if he misses the point and 
admits frankly that the ways of econo- 
mists are past finding out. Why anyone 
should want to check an inflow of money 
is doubtless clear to those who have climb- 
ed the heights and are able to survey the 
curjous workings of finance. To the man 
on the street it will probably have to re- 
main one of the mysteries of the ages. 

But what is clear to everyone is that 
Britain is very deliberately using money 
for a definitely national purpose; that of 
attracting trade, creating industry, and 
i business. And observers at 
home and abroad are 4a; that the 
scheme is working remarkably well. 


A PROBLEM FOR PARLIAMENT 


If Canada has really come to the place 
where relief works must be abandoned, and 
* direct relief given as the common means of 
maintaining unemployed men, it has also 
reached the place where a serious inquiry 
ought to be made as to why it is possible 
to keep men in idleness, but is not possible 
to let them earn a living. That this point 
has been reached, or is being approached, 
is suggested by recent statements given 
out by the Dominion and some provincial 
governments. 

Obviously there must be something 
wrong with the “works” if the country can 
afford to hand out doles but cannot afford 
to have men do some useful work in re- 
turn for the “doles.” Just what that some- 
thing is, parliament ought to make its 
business to find out. Almost every one 
seems to have his pet explanation as to 
why the depression came about, and also 

— recipe for government action that 
would have made it possible to provide em- 
ployment and living wages for al! who 
wanted work and were unable to find it. 

The governments, it is to be assumed 
have done what they could do under our 
pecomme system of finance.

EDMONTON'S RELIEF EFFORT 

The reality and the dimensions of the 
burden that unemployment relief is thrust- 
ing upon the taxpayers of Edmonton are 
Suggested in two amendments to the city 
charter now being sought from the legis- 
lature. 

One clause empowers the city council, 
without reference to the burgesses, to 
issue and sell debentures to the amount of 
$100,000, the money to be used in paying 
for relief works undertaken in 1931 and 
1932 to which no contribution is made by 
the Dominion and Provincial Governments. 
The other amendment authorizes council 
to borrow $250,000 per year for 1931, 1932 
and 1933 with which to provide direct or 
other relief, the amount not to be added to 
the ponerse debt of the city. 

t her be yp bey ot there is no lively 
expectation at the city that pros t 
will bob around the corner one py ond 
days and chase the spectre of unemploy- 
ment off the scene, since provision is thus 
being made for extending relief on a large 
scale throughout the present and the com- 
ing year. In which respect the views of 
the aldermen are, unfortunately, in accord 
with the accepted prospect in Edmonton 
and elsewhere. 

Council is thus ing power to bor- 
row the sum of $850,000 to cover relief 
operations for the three year period. That 
the bulk of the borrowings is not to be 
added to the general debt of the city does 
not of course affect the fact that the in- 
crease in debt will be a reality and will 
have to be liquidated by the taxpayers. 

Again the question immediately arises; 
what are the taxpayers to get in return? 
Is the money to be spent for meal tickets 
and bed tickets for free distribution, or is 
it to be translated into permanent civic 
improvements? Considering the amount 
involved, that is a question to which coun- 
cil should give some serious study at the 
present time, with spring in the offing and 
another construction season about to open.

Royal Alexandra Hospital 
Board Approves Action 
Taken in Cases 


Confirmation of the Royal Alexan- 
|dra hospital board's action last year 
in deciding that four married women | 
}employees of the hospital were worthy 
cases, and should be retained, was 
| Given at a meeting of the board Friday 
night. 

This question has been argued since 
/1927 when the policy was set that 
there should be no married women tn | 
the employ of the hospital. Last 
summer the four affected employees 
| were asked to write personal letters 
to the board giving information as to 
why they should continue in employ- 
| ment. Supt. Dr. A. F. Anderson at 
}that time was asked to investigate 
these cases. 


Decision was then made that all 
four cases were worthy. 
Another motion which passed at 


Friday's meeti ng of the board is word- 
ed as follows: “That the fullest in-| 
formation concerning the affairs of 
| the hospital be made available to board 
members upon request of the superin- 
| tendent, and that board members de- 
siring to inspect the plant do so by 
arrangement with the superintend- 
ent.” 


PUBLIC INSTITUTION 

E. T. Leve, chairman, pointed out 
that the hospital was a public institu- 
tion and that members should be given 
an opportunity of securing desired in- 


formation through recognized chan- 
| nels 
The financial report submitted 


showed encouraging figures in many 
cases. Comparing January and Feb- 
ruary of this year with the same two 
month in 1931, the report showed that 
the earnings of the Royal Alexandra 
| were $4,800 higher, and $2,350 less for 
the Isolation hospital. Collections 
were $500 higher for the Royal Alex-| 
andra, and $150 less for the Isolation) 
hospital. 

Expenses for the Royal Alexandra 
and Isolation hospitals were $2,700) 
less than the figures for the corres- 
ponding two months in 1931. The 
city grant required by the Board was 
$9,500 less than for the same period 
last year, while the grant required was | 
$3,000 less than the figure contained 
in the appropriations. 

Comparative figures for January 
| and February of this year showed that 
the city grant for Februsry was $400 
h'gher than that required for Janu- 
ary.
